Chicago, May 2.—Owing to the dis­ 
closures of the wholesale election frauds 
In the Tw enty-fourth ward the abyss 
th at threatens to swallow' the violators 
of law grows wider and deeper 
The 
bank upon which the frightened sus­ 
pects stand Is caving rapidly, and there 
seems to be no chance for escape. 
Yesterday a Democratic grand jury 
returned an indictment against Ald. 
Jam es R. Mc A bec. 
Along with McAbee 
seven others were indicted. 
Their 
names are M. J. Corcoran, W alter, alias 
John Horn, who is a restaurant walter; 
William H. Mitchell, a gambler, who 
was at one time a Pinkerton race­ 
track detective; John Dengwall, now a 
special policeman; Stephen 
Collins, a 
“ gang” leader, and Capt. White, who is 
charged with operating and paying a 
gang of repeaters from the Hotel Super­ 
ior on North Clark street. 
These men 
are all Indicted together, charged with 
conspiracy to prevent a fair election. 
Corcoran is indicted on two additional 
charges for violation of the election law. 
The ball Is $5,000 in each case. 
The evidence against all the persons 
Indicted is furnished by the men now In 
jail. Three of tho men in jail were not 
Indicted. 
This was explained to be ow­ 
ing to the fact that the grand jury had 
not had time to investigate their cases. 
The names of these three men are Neah 
Jackson and Hayes. 
There are unmis­ 
takable indications of false registration 
on the books of the election commission­ 
ers. 
The fact th at tw enty men regis­ 
tered from one house with only about 
adoxenbeds in it is enough to satisfy 
any one th at something is wrong. 
The first witness was takan before the 
grand jury at noon, and at 3:45 o'clock 
the Indictments were turned Into Judge 
GrlnnelPs court. Of the two against Cor­ 
coran one charges him with corruptly 
procuring forty persons, who are not 
named, to falsely vote upon their names 
at the election held In the 24th ward 
April I. 
The other charges him with 
unlawfully and 
felionlously assisting 
John Horn, alias W alter, “ to vote more 
than once—to-wlt, twenty-tim es—for a 
certain candidate at the same election.” 
The third indictment charges that 
.Corcoran, Jam es B. 
McAbee, the six 
‘others named, and others not named,did 
“ feloniously, fraudulently, and deceit­ 
fully conspire, combine, confederate,and 
agree together among themselves to ald, 
counsel, and procure a large number of 
other persons, a more particular descrip­ 
tion of whom is unknown, to then and 
there, knowingly, willfully, fraudulent­ 
ly, and feloniously, vote more than once 
—to wit, IOO times each—for a certain 
candidate for the same office at said 
election.” 
The grand jury heard nearly a dozen 
witnesses, and the evidence against Cor­ 
coran and McAbee seemed so strong th at 
there was not a dissenting voice ou the 
yote to return a bill against them. 
One 
of the w itn e sses—said to be H orn—te s ti­ 
fied th at McAbee paid him for his share 
In the work of voting early and often, 
and all the witnesses agreed th at the 
details of the scheme were arrangod in 
the back room of Corcoran's saloon at 
83 Clark street. 
Besides 
Horn, the 
•trongest 
witness 
against 
McAbee 
was 
Lothholz, 
the 
republican 
election clerk of the 17th precinct, who 
was persuaded by the alderman-elect to 
testify before Justice Kersten th at he 
did not recognize Horn as the man who 
had voted twice at his precinct, thus 
securing his release. 
The other six prisoners in the jail 
were marshalled before the jury, and it 
was authoritatively stated that all had 
squealed. 
Collins and Lynch, however, 
were the only ones of the lot indicted. &

JAMES PALMER HANGED. 


T he M urderer o f H enry T. W hitehouse 
Punished 
for 
His 
Crime ut Con­ 
cord, N. H. 
Co n c o r d, N . H., May 2 .—Tames Pal­ 
mer was hanged in the State prison here 
this morning. The drop fell at 11:02 and 
he was pronounced dead at 11:18. 
Ile 
met his fate unflinchingly. Palmer was 
hanged for the murder of Henry T. 
W hitehouse in Portsmouth 
May 27, 
1888. 
Palmer was employed as an en­ 
gineer in 
the 
Portsmouth 
Electric 
Light 
Company's 
shops. 
For 
some 
time a number of small articles m yster­ 
iously disappeared. 
He was suspected 
and was discharged. W hitehouse, who 
was his assistant, was promoted to his 
place. 
He became exasperated at this, 
and on the night of May 27, 1888, he 
waylaid W hitehouse and beat his brains 
out with a hammer. Palmer, on being 
arraigned for trial, was asked to plead 
guilty of m urder In the second degree, 
which would be punishable by a thirty- 
year sentence. This he refused to do. 
and the trial resulted in his conviction 
of m urder in the first. 


Chicago, May 2.—In two continents 
Thursday organized labor, like a mighty 
giant awaking from sleep, arose, up­ 
reached its towering proportions in the 
bright May sunshine, while the world 
wandered at tho sight. 
But it was more than a giant. 
It was 
an army of Titans, whose serried col­ 
umns 
reached 
front 
the 
linden- 
shaded streets of Berlin to the occi­ 
dental Golden Gate of the western hem­ 
isphere at San Francisco. 
Throughout the confines of western 
civilization the new crusade for the re­ 
demption 
of labor which 
has been 
created by tile rude eloquence of many a 
wage-working successor of Peter the 
Hermit started on its march. 
In every country in Europe, except 
Russia, and in the North American con­ 
tinent tho battalions of labor formed in 
line of battle Thursday 
preparatory 
to a charge ail along tile lino. 
It was 
the demonstration of strength made by 
an Investing army to a beleaguered fort­ 
ress before demanding 
unconditional 
surrender. 
The enemy to be overcome 
by this peacefully m ilitant industrial 
army was the long work-day. The prize 
to be won was the establishment of a 
uniform work-day of eight hours. 
Never In the history of the world has 
such a demonstration leon seen. 
It 
was not confined to one nation, nor to a 
single guild or trade. 
The working 
people of all western nations acted to­ 
day as one family. 
No confusion of 
tongues, no differences of race, nation- 
tionality. religion, or place diverted at­ 
tention from the single idea of theeight- 
hour wcrk-day. 
The phlegmatic Ger­ 
man in Berlin or Vienna affiliated in 
spirit with his late enemy, the bloused 
worker of Paris. 
Tile hot-tempered Irish railway labor­ 
er on strike in Dublin shook hands 
across the channel with his hereditary 
foe, the English laborer. 
Over the At­ 
lantic came the fraternal feeling from 
the toiling masses of Europe to their 
brothers in America. 
The working world spoke one lan­ 
guage, and that heart-voice of a common 
purpose and a united sentiment reaf 
firmed the principle laid down by tfie 
divine Carpenter of Nazareth, that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire. 
As one of the great cities of the world 
and as the center of t ie hopes and strug­ 
gles of organized labor in the United 
States, Chicago maintained her reputa­ 
tion and title to a place in the foremost 
rank. 
Great In everything, she was 
great in the demonstration by her wage­ 
workers. 
By 12 o'clock, the hour fixed for the 
movement of the procession evrey street 
along the line of march was crowded, 
and patiently did the throng wait for 
the monster procession th at marched. 
The parade included representatives of 
every branch of organized labor, and 
was made up of over a scoro of nation­ 
alities. 
Tho number of wage workers 
who marched is estimated at 30,000. 
With many bands of music and striking 
banners the procession marched four 
abreast through the busines streets, to 
the lake front, where enterprising speak­ 
ers addressed so many of the niultltute 
as could get within sound of their voice. 
No where was there any ill-feeling, in­ 
timidation or violence, and the greatest 
enthusiasm was everywhere manifested. 
Business throughout 
he 
city was 
practically suspended. 
So far as the 
industries employing 
organized labor 
were concerned the day might have 
been Sunday. 
The workers were all in 
the streets either as paraders or specta­ 
tors.

The government lias again proved its 
ability to control an uprising in the 
capital, but tho occasion 
demanded 
heroic 
measures. 
There 
aro 34,000 
soldiers 
in 
Paris, 
mostly 
cavalry, 
though most of this great force has been 
kept out of sight, and tho police have 
been ablo to cope with 
the rioters. 
Theso precautions indicate how serious 
the government considered tho crisis. 
Ju st before daybreak tho soldiers were 
marched into the place. 
At 5:30 o’clock 
a squadron of cavalry trooped quietly 
into Rue Cambon and encamped in the 
garden of M inister of Justice Consigns 
behind a high wall. 
Another regiment was quartered at 
tho Palai9 d’Industrie, where tile exhib­ 
ition of tho salon was opened. 
The 
Chamber of Deputies. Hotel dc Ville, 
m inistry of marine and other municipal 
buildings each ncld their quota of hid­ 
den soldiery, and a regiment of infantry 
was concealed in the basement of tho 
Madeleine, while tho barracks at the 
Place do la Republique and tile Place de 
la Bastile were crowded with cavalry. 
A master-stroke of Constans, however, 
was in the arrest of all Anarchist lead­ 
ers. concluding with “ Red Sister-’ Louise 
Michel and Jules Guosdo. 
The mob, what there was of it, was 
absolutely without a single leader. 
The 
Place do la Concorde, where the anarch­ 
ists had room to organize a prohibited 
procession, was 
almost empty until 
noon. Then a report spread throughout 
Paris that General Boulanger was in the 
city, prepared to head the revolution­ 
ists, and in an hour great throngs were 
moving toward a scene of possible riot. 
The broad steps of tho Madeleine, which 
command a view down Rue Royale,clear 
across the Font do la Concorde to the 
chamber of deputies, was crowded with 
spectators, and thousands poured into 
Rue Boyle from the adjacent thorough­ 
fares. 
There was, however, no opportunity 
for a mob to gather. 
As soon as peoDle 
began to pour into tho Place de la Con­ 
corde, a squad of cavalry dashed across 
the bridge and drove them back into the 
Rue Rivoll and up Rue Royale as far as 
the Ruo St. Ilonore. 
No 
mercy was 
shown to men, women or children. The 
horses were upon those who loitered. 
A row occurred in the Place de la 
Concorde, hut it was quickly suppressed. 
A procession attem pted to pass down the 


i Rue de la Cirque toward the Elysee. 
The p o lice barred tile way and com­ 
manded the parade to stop, but the 
paraders defied them. 
The municipal 
guards then charged upon t he mob with 
bayonets, wounding many in the front 
ranks. 
The crowd then broke- 
A large 
number of arrests were made. 
The paraders arrested were released 
at midnight, they having been charged 
simply with refusing to move on. 
At 
midnight an excited crowd thronged the 
boulevards, which are being patrolled 
by the police and military. 
A detach­ 
ment of cavalry charged upon a crowd 
in tho Place do Chateau d'Eau and 
effectually dispersed it. 
Several ar­ 
rests wero made.

IN LONDON. 


W age-W orkers D isgusted a t th e Prohibi­ 
tion o f Parados—Troops a t Hand. 
L o n d o n, May 2.—Dispatches from all 
continental capitals except Paris report 
everything quiet.

content here over the restriction of the 
right of parade imposed on the working­ 
men. 
The royal courts on the Strand 
and the bank of England are guarded 
by troops.

disorder, w'lth many broken heads.

Washington', May 2.—The report of 
the special committee of the Senate ap­ 
pointed in May, 1833, on the transporta­ 
tion and sale of meat products was pre- 
outed to the Senate by the chairman, 
Mr. Vest. 
It is a long document, accom­ 
panied by a copy of the testimony taken 
by the committee In prosecuting its tn- 
luiries at St. Louis, Chicago, and Now 
York, and is signed by all the members 
f the committee—Messrs. Vest, Coke, 
Phi mb, Manderson, and Farwell. 
The several legislative measures pro­ 
posed by the committee to remedy tho 
evils of the traffic are set forth iii Mr. 
Vest’s statement in the report of the 
Senate proceedings. 
The committee 
ays that when the examination of wit­ 
nesses began in St. Louis it was evi­ 
dent that conflicting influences were at 
work, especially iu tho International 
Cattle Range Association, aud that in­ 
dustrious efforts were being made to 
prevent tho inquiries of tho committee 
affecting injuriously tho dressed beef 
interests of Chicago. 
There was no diversity of opinion 
among the witnesses as to the price and 
as to the fact that the methods of selling 
beef cattle had been entirely revolution­ 
ized in the last ten years. 
The revolu­ 
tion took the form of a concentration of 
the market for cattle at a few points, 
with the controlling market at Chicago. 
This change, the committee says, is due 
principally to tho fact that a few enter­ 
prising 
mein at Chicago 
are 
able, 
through their enormous capital, to cen­ 
tralize and control the business at that 
point. 
The dressed-beef and canning busi­ 
ness is practically in the hands of four 
establishments in Chicago—Armour &. 
Co., Swift & Co., Nelson, Morris & Ca, 
and Hammond & Co. 
Whatever differ­ 
ence of opinion Is expressed as to the 
existence of a combination between these 
firms not to bid against each other in 
Hie purchase of cattle there was no 
hesitation on tho part of w itnesses, even 
when obviously prejudiced in favor of 
the packers, in stating that the control 
of tho market was absolutely in the 
grasp of theso four houses if they choso 
to exercise it. 
As a result of tho influence of these 
houses the committees noticed a reluct­ 
ance on tho wart of cattle raisers and 
commission mon to testify to facts or 
opinions which might prejudice them in 
futuro transactions. 
The principal in­ 
ju ry which tho committee was directed 
to make was as to the existence of a 
combination “ by reason of which the 
prices of boof and beef cattle have been 
so controlled and affected as to diminish 
tho prices paid tho producer without 
lessening tho cost of of meat to the con­ 
sumer.” 
Tho facts developed, some of which 
are detailed in the report, the committee 
thinks prove overwhelmingly a combina­ 
tion such as is described in the clause 
of tho resolution quoted above. 
The 
committee quotes a statement from Mr. 
Armour's testimony that beef cattle had 
increased more rapidly than insulation 
during tho last five years, from which 
ho argued that the low prices of beef 
cattle are partly due to overproduction. 
This argument, the committee states, is 
not warranted by tho facts, and the com­ 
mittee has no hesitation in stating that 
a combination exists at Chicago wrhfch 
controls the market and Axes tho price 
of beef cattle in its own Interest.

It is very likely that the Morrill pen­ 
sion bill which has passed the house of rt 
prtsentatives will bec me a law. The chief 
provisions of the bdl are these: 
It pro- 
vipes for a service pension to all sci liers 
who arrive at tLe age of 60 years and to 
soldiers sufferng from mental or physi­ 
cal disability which prevents them from 
earning support; all shall receive pen­ 
sions at the rate of $8 per month. It also 
provides for service pensions to widows 
who reach the age of GO. 
Toe bill is a substitute for the service 
pension bill whioh recently passed the 
penal-*. The latter dT.1 had an objection 
whioh was quite serious, for it required 
every soldier to subscribe to an oath that 
he was a paupei, otherwise he could not 
secure a pension. A soldier might de 
serve a pension and woul d not be wil 
ling to i wear that he was in a pauperized 
condition. Bo in this respect the Morr ll 
b 'use bill is the best.

No rule can bo given as to the best 
plan of commencing the cultivation 
th a t will bo applicable uuder all cir­ 
cumstances. 
W hat will be best for 
one soil and in one season will not 
answ er with the next. 
W hen the germ ination is slow, in 
many cases it will pay to commence 
tho cultivation, using tho harrow , 
be­ 
fore the plants show above ground, 
and especially is this th e case if the 
land is weedy and hard rains come 
after the seed is planted. 
U sing culti­ 
vators with narrow shovels o r blades 
th a t can be worked close to the plants 
is a good plan. 
T he more thoroughly 
th e tu rf ace is stirred th e b etter the 
weeds will be destroyed, and th e soil 
is fined. 
It is not necessary 
to stir 
the soil deep; keep the surface in good 
tilth, or as nearly so as possible. This* 
is usually more difficult to do early in 
the season than la te r as frequent 
show ers interfere m ore or or less with 
the work; but tho m ore throughly the 
work is done tho better will bo the 
results. 
It is difficult, a t least in the 
early stages of growth, to give too much 
cultivation; generally w hat is actually 
needed is not given. 
In m any cases 
th e harrow can be used twice, 
som e­ 
tim es it will be a good plan to harrow 
once, and then cultivate and then h a r­ 
row again. 
T his levels down the soil 
and gives th e plants a b etter chance, 
especially if th e w eather is dry. 
In a 
wet season often it will bo necessary 
to use the diamond plow, 
running as 
close as possible to the plant so as to 
give drainage, and adm it the heat 
closer to the roots of the plants. 
W hich is th e b etter plan m ust be largely 
determ ined by the season. 
But care 
m ust be taken as far as possible to do 
thorough work, this is always im­ 
p o rta n t

To W ool Grower*. 
It is a well known fact th a t wool 
buyers annually sustain more or less 
of a loss on th eir purchases, owing to 
the im proper handling of wool by 
growers. 
It is claim ed th a t after a 
season like the past, 
when the final 
results have not been satisfactory, 
buyers, when entering this new clip, 
will do so prepared to use unusual dis­ 
cretion in m aking th eir selections; and 
th a t the best results may bo realized, 
and the trade started on u satisfactory 
basis, the following suggestions to 
sheep grow ers are recommended by a 
price current sent out by commission 
m erchants: 
T he sheep should be 
housed during 
storm s; regularly fed 
and w atered; the weak ones especially 
cared for; tho short 
stapled ones 
m arked at shearing time, fattened and 
sold. 
They should bo kept 
from 
plowed ground, burrs, wild oats, ehalT, 
and be well tagged before shearing, so 
ta a t in tim e tho entire flock would 
grow long, 
strong wool, 
tho most 
valuable a t all times, and in all m ar­ 
kets. 
Each fleece should be tied by 
itself, inside out, with two strings each 
way, and with regular wool twine. 
Wool never looks as well, nor weighs 
as much, as when first taken off the 
sheep, when it should be put onto the 
m arket and its best prices realized.

hedges and rep air th e broken wall. 
It is a good plan to pull off the 
“ plow shoes” when you go into din­ 
ner. 
You will succeed better if you find 
out w hat your hom e m arket dem ands 
— then work to supply it, 
W hen too muddy too work the land, 
fix th e fences, when to wet or storm y 
for th a t—clean up the barn or oil the 
harness. 
Unless you compost your m anure 
tak e it to the field as soon as made, it 
w ill never bo w orth any m ore to the 
land than now.

I t will

lf your neighbor has lifted the m ort­ 
gage from his farm while your Iasi 
year’s interest is still unpaid, go over 
ard ask him how he m anaged to do it. 
H e may be able and perfectly w illing 
to give you a lift. 
One man will use two m inutes three 
tim es a day for six m onths to prop up 
and secure a broken gate because he 
has “no tim e to repair it,” while his 
neighbor will take a wnole hour for re­ 
p air a t the sta rt and save a t least a 
day and a half in a year.

T he roller is one of 
the best tools a farm er has.

rubber, bottles and glass pistons. 
In order to turn out an excellent 
article he has erected commodious 
buildings, especially adapted for tho 
purpose and keops his cows—Jerseys 
and other noted breeds in an airy, 
well-lighted apartm ent always open to 
visitors. 
T he cows are fed carefully 
compounded rations of cracked grain 
and hay, and are curried from day to 
day to keep them in a cleanly and 
healthy condition. 
In speaking of his establishm ent, 
Mr. Horn says: 
“ I suppose it is the 
only one of its kind in this country, 
although it would bo a blessing to the 
m ultitude of infants and others to have 
one in every large city. 
The m ajority 
of our citizens tako a lively interest in 
it. 
I am willing to give any inform a­ 
tion to responsible parties, 
who per­ 
haps would like to establish sim ilar in­ 
stitutions in other cities. 
My patrons, 
num bered by the hundreds, gladly pay 
ten cents for one bottle of m ilk con- 
, taining one quart, while common dirty 
I shop milk is sold at four to six cents a 
quart.”

Live Stock Note*. 
Good feed all the year improves 
“ good blood.” 
I t la strange there are not more 
pure bred sires. 
Keep the calves in good order with 
ample food, properly prepared, 
and 
they will be in prim e condition to take 
on flesh when put on pasture. 
No feed should be left from oue 
feeding tim e to another. 
Good pure w ater should a lla y s be 
provided sum m er and winter. 
Skill in breeding and in feeding is 
tho sto km an’s “ way out of the m ire.” 
Don’t turn th e cows onto the pas­ 
ture till the ground is settled and the 
grass has a good start. 
T he hogs of Iow a Jan . 
1st, 
1890, 
were estim ated to be w orth $34,481,- 
700, an average of f.VJ4 for each hog 
in the State. 
In feeding all classes of 
stock the 
value of the feed is the same, w hether 
it is supplied to tho scraw niest of 
scrubs or the best of full bloods. 
The average cow in New York Stat? 
m akes only a little over 3.000 lbs. 
of 
m ilk a year and about 126 lbs. of but­ 
ter. 
W e m ust select better cows. 
Feed can be saved and tho same re 
suits obtained where the necessary pro- 
tee Hon is divided; by this is not m eant 
the sunny side of a straw stack, 
but 
warm, ventilated, and well-lighted and 
well-littered barns, free from draughts 
of cold air and unpleasant odors. 
More profit can be realized from a 
less num ber of calves or pigs fed bet­ 
ter with a less quantity of feed, 
and 
it certainly is less work to feed and 
care for the lesser num ber. W hy then 
keep too much stock? 
To spend half tho year in growing 
feed for stock to eat during the other 
half w ithout increasing in grow th or 
value, is not good business sense. Aim 
to grow such crops and to utilize what 
is grown as to m ake the yield of the 
fewest possible acres produce feed for 
winter.

MILLIONS OF FISH. 


T he Interest Show n In Fish 
Culture In 
W isconsin—Supt. Nevin's R eport. 
The state fi;h commissioners held a 
meeting in Milwaukee Wednesday. The 
following members were present. Presi­ 
dent Philo Dunning and Superintendent 
James Nevm, Madison; Oalvert Spenac- 
ley, Mineral Point; Mark Douglas, Mel­ 
rose; E . T. Miner, Sturgeon Bay; C L. 
Valentine, Janesville; A. V. H. Carpen­ 
ter, Milwaukee. Soper iutendent Ne vin 
gubmitted his report. There were distrib­ 
uted during the season 3.290,000 brook 
trout, 3,000,000 California trout, 250,000 
wail-eyed pike and 26.000,000 whitefish. 
This year the superintendent expects to 
supply the inland lakes with about 30,- 


000,000 wall-eyed pike, and he has made 
arrangements for securing alarge sup­ 
ply of white and black bass spawn. The 
need of a new hatching house was 
pointed out in the report and attention 
called to the interest taken in fish cul­ 
ture throughout the state.

S e v e ral M ad iso n Official* C a u g h t anil I n ­ 
v e s tig a te d . 
A Madison dispatch to ti 0 Milwaukee 
Sentinel:

Large Organizations l.lve Longest. 


Although there is some relation be­ 
tween .size and longevity, the duration 
of tb s period of growth and length of 
life being, speaking generally, longest 
in tho largest animals, there is no 
fixed relation between tho two. 
Tho 
largest, organizations live the longest, 
some trees r o e -bing tho age of 6,000 
years, and some animals, as whales, 
several centuries. 
And, after

turity is roached, larger animals 
re­ 
quire longer time than smaller ani­ 
mals to secure the preservation of the 
species. 
The explanation of this, as pointed 
out by both Leuckhnrt and 
Herbert 
Spencer, is that “ the absorbing sur­ 
face of tm animal only increases as the 
square of it§ length, while its size in­ 
creases as the cube: and it therefore 
follows that the longer an animal be­ 
comes the greater will be the difficulty 
experienced in assimilating any nour­ 
ishment over and above that which it 
requires for its own needs, and, there­ 
fore. the raoro slowly will it reproduce 
Itself." We. however, find correspond­ 
ing duration of life among animals of 
every different size. 
For instance, tho toad and the cat 
live as long as the horse, the crayfish 
as long as tho pig. and tho pike and 
carp as lorn* as the elephant.
